WASHINGTON, May 29.—By a 
five to four decision, the Sapreme 
Court today ruled that income from 
securities set aside in trusts and 
used to pay premiums on life in- 
surance policies also placed in trust 

r the benefit of others is taxable 
as individual income under the 
revenue acts of 1924 and 1926. 

The cases were those of Freder- 
ick B. Wells of Minneapolis, and 
Irenee du Pont of Granogue, Del. 
The Court’s decision was in the 
Wells case, that of du Pont present- 
ing a similar principle. . 

The Government’s contention, 

hich was upheld, was that the in- 
ome used in paying the premiums 
was subject to higher surtaxes as 
a part of individual returns and 
not to the lower taxes as the income 
of the trusts. 

Probably millions in taxes were 
involved in the decision because of 
the extent to which such trusts ex- 
isted while the 1924 and 1926 acts 
were in effect. 

Justices Van Devanter, McRey- 
nolds, Sutherland and Butler dis- 
sented in the Wells case. 


Wells Case Only One of Kind in 
This Division. | 

Members of the Intelligence Unit, 
which investigates income tax ir- 
regularities, said today tkat the 
Wells case was the only case which 
has arisen in this income-tax di- 
vision, composed of five states, in 
which the use of a life insurance 
@yust for the purpose of evading the 
Neome tax has been charged. 

Several cases have been investi- 
gated by the unit, in which trusts 
were created for the alleged pur- 
pose of evading the income tax. A 
few of these have been taken into 
court, with varying results. 

In one case, in 1926, a man then 
worth $32,000,000, and having eight 
children, created eight trusts of $4,- 
000,000 each, one for each of his 
children. The surtax on the total 
tate was thus reduced greatly, 
ind the increased number of ex- 
emptions made the normal tax 
somewhat less. The investigators, 
in this case, charged that the trusts 
were revokable, and that their cre- 
ation was a, device to defeat the 
income tax. They based the charge 
on the fact that the children were 
hot permitted to collect the earn- 
ings of their severa] funds, and that 
the father reserved the right to 
take part of the assets from any 
of the funds. The Board of Tax 
Appeals, in this case, upheld the 
transaction, and held that it was 
* an attempted evasion of the 
ax. 

In another case, where trust 
funds were created with the defi- 
nite provision that they were re- 
vokable, the Board of Tax Appeals 
1eld that an evasion was attempted,

yCriminal prosecutions have not 
teen attempted in these cases. This, 
is explained, is because the ques- 
tons involved are of legal interpre- 
ition, judges usually disagreeing.

Detectives Had Responded 
to Alarm at Rensselaer, 
N. Y.,—‘‘Pretty Boy” 
Floyd in Vicinity.

RENSSELAER, N. Y., May 29.-- 
Surprised by police while in the act 
of holding up the Rensselacr 
County Bank just before noon to- 
day, six robbers shot their way out 
of the bank, killed Detective James 
A. Stevens, wounded another and 
fled with $2000 in a waiting auto- 
mobile. | 

The holdup occurred a few hours 
after police were warned in a police 
message from. Lee, Mass., to be on 
the lookout for Charles (Pretty 
Boy) Floyd, 28 years old, notorious 
Oklahoma outlaw, wanted there for 
bank robbery and in Ohio for mur- 
der. On that lead police spread a 
net for Floyd. 

Noonday crowds filled Main street 

when the six men walked into the 
bank, waved sub-machine guns, and 
crowded a dozen frightened cus- 
tomers, clerks and bank officers 
into a back room. 
“Line up against that wall, and 
don’t move,” ordered one of the rob- 
bers. But Nicholas Walters, a bank 
employe, unknown to the robbers, 
touched a holdup alarm. 

The alarm brought two detec- 
tives, Stevens and Frederick Rube, 
running up the street from police 
headquarters, a block or two away. 
When the robbers saw them, they 
opened fire. The detectives repiied 
with pistol bullets, but they were 
shot down. Stevens died a few min- 
utes later in an Albany hospital. 

Still firing, the men leaped into a 
waiting automobile, just as another 
detail of police 
street.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 29.— 
Kansas City police today are on a 
determined hunt for the men who 
abducted the City Manager’s daugh- 
ter from her home Saturday, gave 
her roses when she was in captivi- 
ty and released her unharmed for 


$30,000. 

While the daughter, Mary, 2 
years old, was a prisoner, City Man- 
ager H. F. McElroy held the offi- 
cers under his command in check, 
for death had been threatened for 
the girl if he sought the kidnapers. 
Once released, however, and despite 
threats of violence against him, he 
ordered a widespread search. 

"IT certainly have not,” said Mc 
Elroy, when asked if he had an 
agreement with the abductors to 
thwart all pursuit. “All our police 
power will be put into use to appre- 
hend them.” 

Saying, “I didn’t break, I didn’t 
break,” and wearing on her dress 
two roses given her by her abduc- 
tors, Miss McElroy was released at 
the entrance to the Milburn Golf 
Club shortly before 4 p. m. yester- 
day. Her release came an hour 
and a half after McElroy and his 
son, H. F. McElroy Jr., had met the 
kidnapers at an isolated point on a 
country road west of Kansas City, 
Kan., and delivered to them $30,000 
in currency. 

Forced Way Into Home. 

The young woman was § taken 
from the family home in the fash- 
ionable Country Club district of 
Kansas City about 11 o’clock Satur- 
day morning by two men who, 
showing weapons, forced the house- 
keeper to admit them. Miss Me- 
Elroy was in her bath. They com- 
pelled her to dress quickly. 

After hours of anxious waiting, 
the City Manager received a series 
of letters and telephone calls de- 
manding $60,000 ransom and in- 
structing him where to pay it. Mc- 
Elroy pleaded he was unable to 
raise $60,000 and finally in a tele- 
phone conversation yesterday after- 
noon the girl’s abductors agreed to 
accept half that amount. 

McElroy, who had obtained $25,- 
000 of the money in bills of small 
denomination and five $1000 bills, 
with the aid of friends who offered 
their cash resources! because banks 
were closed when the kidnapers 
made known their demands, was 
met by two masked men at a ren- 
dezvous they named. Seyeral other 
men were in the kidnapers’ car, 
“three or four,” said the City Man- 
ager’s son, who accompanied his 
father. 

Miss McElroy’s release followed. 


Victim Tells Her Story. 

At her home -the blue-eyed, 
brown-haired girl related calmly 
the details of her experience. She 
said she was kept prisoner in a 
basement room of a house, the lo- 
cation of which was unknown to 
her. A lap robe was thrown over 
her head as she was taken from her 
home; she was blindfolded on her 
release trip. ‘ 

r captors treated her with 
every consideration, she said, the 
only inconvenience being a hand- 
cuff placed on her left wrist and 
then fastened to a chain in the 
wall. 

Most of the 29 hours of Miss Mc- 
Elroy’s captivity was spent in a 
room which she described as con- 
taining a clean Sed and comfort- 
able chairs. She had detective 
story magazines to read, the men 
conversed with her and exchanged 
many jests. She said the men com- 
plimented her on her conduct as a 
captive and offered to “recom- 
mend” her to other would-be kid- 
napers as a well-behaved victim. 

Miss McElroy disclosed that she 


declined a chicken dinner yester-/| 


day, much to the surprise of her 
captors, 

“I would prefer a lettuce and to- 
mato sandwich,” she told one of 
the kidnapers. 

“T can't picture you down here 
eating a sandwich and us upstairs 
eating a chicken dinner,” he com- 
mented, “but all right if thut’s 
what you want.

Taxable income reported by in- 
dividuals in St. Louis for 1932, on 
State income tax returns, was $46,- 
745,294, a decrease of 35 per cent 
from. 1931, when the total taxable 
income reported was $72,515,219. 

State income taxpayers in the 
city decreased 30 per cent, from 
47,310 in 1931 to 32,933 in 1932. 

Eight St. Louisans paid State in- 
come tax for 1932 on incomes of 
$100,000 or more. For 1931 only 
seven incomes of that size were re- 
ported for State taxation. 

The aggregate of the eight in 
1932, however, was less than that of 
the seven in 1931, the totals beirg 
$1,496,030 in 1932 and $1,787,469 im 
1931, 

The largest income reported for 
1932 was only a little more than 
$200,000, in 1931 the largest was 
$700,068 and the next largest was 
$381,369, 

These and other interesting facts 
are disclosed by an analysis of the 
1932 State income reports, based on 
a compilation made at the request 
of the Post-Dispatch by Assessor 
Ralph W. Coale. A similar compi- 
lation for 1931 was analyzed iast 
year. 

Increase in $50,000 Class. 

The percentage of income tax 
paid by persons having incomes of 
more than $50,000 increased slightly 
in 1932, the. percentage™being 7.8, 
compared with 5.9 the year before. 

The breakdown of taxpayers and 
taxable income by classcs is shown 
in the table on page two. 

The decrease in number of per- 
sons having income of $50,000 or 
more was relatively less than the 
decrease in total number of tax- 
payers. In 1932 there was 40 per- 
sons in. this class, compared with 
44 in 1931, a decrease of only 10 
per cent, 

Taxable income as considered in 
these compilations is that upon 
which tax is assessed after personal 
exemptions and allowable deduc- 
tions have been substracted from 
gross income. Because of deduc- 
tions and exemptions the taxable 
income does not always reflect 
actual income. Single persons are 
allowed exemption of $1000 and 
heads of families exemption of 
$2000 plus $200 for each dependent. 

For the City Only. 

These figures are for the City of 
St. Louis only and do not include 
the returns of the considerable 
number of wealthy business men 
who reside in St. Louis County

Only 1705 reported taxable in- 
come of $5000 or more. The number 
with taxable incomes of $10,000 or 
more was only 639. 

Only one out of every 21 of the 
population paid a State income tax.

a measure “indefensible in law or 
in morals.” 

Mapes of Michigan, expressing 
this view, pointed especially to the 
retroactive feaures of the bill. It 
constituted, he said, a declaration 
to the world that the United States 
did not intend to keep its word but 
intended to “repudiate obligations 
solemnly made.” 

Mapes assailed the administration 
leaders for rushing the bill to pas- 
sage without, as he said, allowing 
adequate time for debate. Notwith- 
standing its tremendous impor- 
tance, it was being passed in the 
House, he pointed out, only two 
legislative days after its introduc- 
tion. 

Democratc Make Reply. 

Rankin (Dem.) of Mississippi and 
Sabath (Dem.) of Illinois asserted 
that the bill would do more to bring 
back prosperity than any other 
item in the Roosevelt program. 

Busby (Dem.) of Mississippi said 
that the gold standard always had 
been a farce. As for repudiation, 
he said it was a manifest impossi- 
bility for all the contracts carrying 
the gold clause to be paid with the 
comparatively small amount of gold 
in the country. 

McGugin (Rep.), of Kansas, sup- 
porting the bill, said it made little

Series of Hidden Notes. 

After another hesitation, the kid- 
naper said he would call again. He 
agreed to let McElroy’s 23-year-old 
son, Henry F. Jr., accompany the 
father on the trip to pay the ran- 
som. 

On the third call, the City Man- 
ager was instructed to go to an 
address in Kansas City, Kan. Be- 
hind a mail box at a vacant house 
he found a note instructing him to 
go to another spot and read a note 
in a tin can. It sent him to an- 
other location to find a can with a 
note. 

Following the directions McElroy 
and his son, who were not followed 
by officers, drove to a country 
road.

“I have nothing but thanks to 
give them and God alone can give 
them a fitting reward. 

“I am giad the untouchables are 
here with us. I do not know what 
God expects from me nov, but 
whatever it may be, I know He will 
give me strength for it.” . 

The statement was dictated while 
his secretary supported him, but 
the effort was too much and 
Gandhi had a recurrence of the 
nausea from which he has suf- 
fered recently. 

After a ceremony which includ- 
ed Hindu and Parsee hymns and 
the singing of “When I Survey 
the Wondrous Cross” by a small 
party of Christian followers, Mrs. 
Gandhi handed the M.hatma a 
glass of orange juice, which he took 
with 2 trembling hand and raised 
to his lips. A feature of the cere- 
mony was the reading of a poem 
by Rabindranath Tagore, written 
for the occasion. 

The ti.ree weeks’ fast has left 
its mark on him. His eyes are 
sunken, his cheeks emaciated and 
his arms are thin.

WASHINGTON, May- 29.—J. P. 
Morgan & Co.'s reports te Senate 
investigators show th. firm made 
nearly $10,000,000 on sale and un- 
derwriting of securities in 1930 and 
1931, years in which the bank's 
partners paid only $4800 income 
tax to the United States ($48,000 in 


1930 and nothing in 1931). 

This evidence, brought out while 
the Banking Committee investiga- 
tion of the Morgan house remained 
in recess until We sday, gave 8 
hint of the amounts the 20 partners 
must have been able to deduet from 
their income tax returns under the 
law permitting eapiteal losses to be 
subtracted from profita. From these 
earnings also were deducted the 
running or overhea” expenses of 
the firm. 

Almost as surprising was evi- 
dence that the banking house made 
more on sale of securities and its 
underwriting business, in each of 
these two “depression years” than 
they had made in the boom yéar 
1929, when they paid an income tax 
of $11,000,000. 

Totals for Three Yearr, 


The totals for the three years, in- 
cluding the Morgan Co. bor, Drexel 
& Co., its Philadelphia affiliate, in 
round figures, were: 1929—$2,936,- 
000; 1930-—$6,730,000; 1931— $3,131,- 
000. 

Morgan officials testified in the 
investigation last week that all to- 
gether they paid only $48,000 in- 
come tax in 1930 and none in 1931 
or 1982. Profits for 1932 were not 
included in the figures presented 
by Ferdinand Pecora, committe: 
counsel. ; 

(Demands for chan~- in the in- 
come tax laws hav? echoed in Con- 
gress since the rev-lation that the 
Morgan partners have eseaped pay- 
ments during the last two years, 
and the House, in passing the pub- 
lic works—industry control—tax 
bill last weék eliminated the carry- 
over loss provision of the law, and 
Vinson (Dem.), Kéntucky, an- 
nounced yesterday that the Ways 
and Means Committee, of which he 
is a member, would soon begin an 
investigation to find and close oth- 
er “loop-holes” in the statute.) 

Pecora’s figures showed that, for 
the five-year period, 1927 to 1931 in- 

clusive, the Morgan firm made 
more than $18,000,000 from the sale 
of securities. Morgan partners tes- 
tified during last week’s inquiry 
that the investment business was a 
comparatively minor part of their 
operations. 

Joint Account Millions. 


In addition to their profits from 
the sale and underwriting of securi- 
ties, the Morgan partners reported 
to the committee profits running 
into the millions from operations 
in joint accounts or syndicates, but 
the total was untabulated. In 1930, 
they reported a profit of $1,853,959 
from one of these operations alone, 
in Procter & Gamble stock. 

Also, the profits from underwrit- 
ing ventures were not complete, be- 
cause in many cases the firm re- 
tained blocks of stock which were 
not estimated in cash. 

The records, drawn from hither- 
to secret Morgan files, disclosed 
that, in 1929, the firm made $1,272,- 
000 from issues it managed, and 
$774,000 from issues managed by 
others, while Drexel made $195,000 
from issues it managed, $43,000 
from issues managed by others and 
$652,000 from Sea ae 

In 1930 Morgan made $4,074,000 
from issues it managed, $516,000 
from issues managed by others and 
$1,189,000 from underwritings; while 
Drexel made $684,000 from issues 
they managed and $267,000 on issues 
originated by others. 

The figures for 1031 showed these 
profits, respectively, for Morgan as 
$1,261,000, $260,000 and §75; and 
Drexel as $1,381,000 and $154,000. 

Favored Clients List. 


While these figures were coming 
out, Pecora and his staff were in 
New York preparing for resumption 
of the open investigation Wednes- 
day. The reports now before the 
committee show that three more fx- 
vored client lists were sold stock ut 
bargain prices by the Morgan firm, 
besides the two already made pub- 
lic, which included some of the 
nation’s best known figures, amone 
them Secretary Woodin who, after 
a boat trip yesterday with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, announced he would 
stay at the Treasury despite clamor 
in and out of Congress for his 
ouster.

Bast St. Louis Jail Saturday night, 

a few hours before the body was 

found early yesterday morning. 
Piece of Plate Found. 

Prfor to his appearance at the 
inquest, another jail prisoner had 
teld police that Mora’s wound was 
self-inflicted. In a search of 
rubbish pile where the prisoner 
sai@ he had thrown the fragments 
of the plate, detectives fofind the 
pieces, one of which was bilood- 
stained. 

In telling of the killing Mora said 
that after he had strangled the wo- 
man, who weighed 225 pounds, he 
dragged the body to the coal shed, 
without taking the time to dress it. 
The body, found in a grave four 
feet deep, was clothed only in a 
slip. Beside it were a4 dress, shoes 
and stockings 
How the Killing Became Known. 


Suspicion was directed to Mora, 
also a packing house worker, by 
Miss Zitta’s brother, Slava, who 
obtained a warrant against Mora 
early Saturday on a charge of mak- 
ing a threat to kill. Zitta told 
detectives he suspected his sister, 
a divorcee, had met foul piay at 
Mora’s hands. She had last been 
seen early Friday evening when she 
left the Zitta home at 1105 Lake 
avenue to collect rents for her fa- 
ther, “Big John” Zitta, grocer and 
bootiegger. 

“Antonia came to my house Fri- 
day night after I had sent Joe, my 
ll-year-old son, to the picture 
show,” Mora testified: “We had 
been going together about five 
months but she refused to marry 
me or act liké she knew me when I 
met her out in public places. 

“T had seen her out with other 
men in automobiles and I talked to 
her about it Friday night in the 
bedroom of my house. We had a 
quarrel and I choked her. I didn't 
mean to kill her but when I let go 
I saw she was dead. 

Tells of Burial in Coal Shed. 

“I dragged her out to the coal 
shed and about that timé Joe came 
home. I told him to go to bed and 
told him to say I was with him at 
the picture show.

COLONIAL INTERIORS IN MUSEUMS. 

A movement for preservation of selected old build- 
ings throughout the country, for their histori¢ or 
architectural interest, has been launched by the Amer- 
ican Tnstitute of Architects. It is a splendid idea, 
and should have been put into effect long ago, before 
age and the house ‘wrecker worked their devastation 
on many a memento of earlier days.

The numbéef 
J old buildings trot which interiors are removed 
miay be considered negligible, since only major mu- 
seums are able to finance and handle the ‘projects. 
® 1It is only through these museums that thousands of 
our citizens are “able to view the interiors inhabited 
by their forefathers. The St. Louis regfou, for fn- 
stance, is ‘one of many haying no Colonial landmarks 
of its own. "Our citizens ordinarily could not see them 
without traveling hundreds of miles. Fence, the 
period roonis in the City Art Museum are'among the 
e | chief attfactions for museum visitors. They are &x- 
ceedingly usefu] as well to students of architecture, 
decoration and@ other forms of art. 

These museum rooms have a cultural influence that 
inspirés exactly what the Institute of Architects seeks 
—an interest in “America’s old houses,'and a feeling 
that they should be preserved for future generations. 
In those vicinities fortunate enough to” ‘Cold- 
nial houses, it {s fitting that they should be preserved 
as public monuments. ‘But we are sure thosé Eastern 
communities will unselfishly part with a few of their 
the education an esthetic delight ‘of 
remoter sections, where they w | be equally well pre- 
served. —

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BENEFITS FROM BEER. 

The effect of legal beer on the Federal budget is 
shown in the latést monthly report ‘of Treasury re- 
éeipts: In 23 “days ‘ot Aprit, the Government ‘realized 
$9, 139,687 of new revenue from beer, while virtually 
every dther source of Federal incéme was registering 
a decrease’ froni’ the previous month. In addition to 
the Fédéral return from the tax of $6 a barrel on beer 
and ‘the ‘levies on brewers, wholesalers and’ retailers, 
thé states which have legalized beer also received a 


‘| large income from the beverage. 


The beer tax was estitnated ‘to produce $150,000,000 
a year for the Government, and if the rate’of the first 
23 days is continued, the revenue for the year will 
de $4, 000,000 short of that amount. However, there 
are reasons for believing revenue will exceed the 
estimate. There Was a beer boom in the first few 
days of legal sale, ft is true, but the production of 
breweries was ‘smaller at that time than it will be 

ter on. More breweries have opened meanwhile, and 
additional states are Tegalizing the sale of beer. The 
hext few’ months of ‘hot ‘weather may be expected, 
algo, to accelerate sale of the product. 

The ‘Treasury repoft “exhibits thie economic gain. 
The benefit to law and Order tay not'be so feadily 
apprafsed, but in @ statement last week by Major A. 
V. Dairymple, Federal prohibition director, an ind 
cation of these benefits is obtainable. Légal ‘beer, said 
the director, had driven at least 60,000 speakeasies

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PRINCE ‘SERGE MDIVANI end his wife, MARY McCORMIC. He 
was formerly married to Pola Negri. 


This Time Alexis, Youngest of the Three Brothers, 
Will Wed One of the World's 
Richest Girls. 


HERE has been an over supply 
of Russian princes as possible 
husbands ever since the Bol- 
skevik uprising sent the Czar’s 
nobility scurrying around the world 
to find work as waiters, doormen, 
movie actors or social lions, but the 
three Mdivani brothers, Serge, 
David and Alexis, Princes 
Georgia in Transcaucasian Russia, 
have made enviable matrimonial al- 
liances despite the heavy competi- 
tion. This was especially noted a 
few days ago when Franklyn Hut- 
ton, American multimillionaire, 
looked over Prince Serge, youngest 
son of the late Prince Zakhari 
Mdivani, aid to the late Czar, and 
decided he was a suitable husband 
for his daughter, It was 
an approval requiring high stand- 
ards, for Barbara is the grand- 
daughter of the late F. W. (Five 
and-ten) Woolworth, and heiress of 
one-third of his many many mil- 
lions. 


The formal engagement of the 
Woolworth heiress and the Georgian 
title was announced immediately 
after Alexis was introduced to Dad, 
but engagement rumors have been 
frequent around them ever since 
Alexis and Louise van Alen of New- 
port, R. L, a direct descendant of 
John Jacob Astor, were divorced 
last December. The rumors arose 
from their frequent association 
during a world voyage which term- 
inated in Paris. Barbara’s parents 
arrived in Paris from the United 
States about the same time to look 
over their daughter’s prospective 
fiance. Two days later the an- 
nouncement was made, with the 
wedding set for June 20, in Paris. 


The ceremony will be “quiet” for 
Prince Zakhari, a former aid to the 
late Czar of Russia and a General 
in the Czarist army, died in Paris 
only last month. He died an exile, 


for Princes were no longer popular 
in Georgia when that province be- 
came one of the Soviet states, but 
it is presumed he was not entirely 
unhappy in his lot. At least, he 
saw his three sons, the Princes 
Alexis, David and Serge, do right 
well by themselves—better than the 
majority of the thousands of Rus- 
sian Princes who retained only 
titles after the revolution. 


“ie 
RINCE SERGE, the eldest son, 
went in for celebrities rather 
than society. Nor was he con- 

tent with the general run of fa- 
mous beauties—his first 
carried out in a blazonry of feast- 
ing and publicity, was with none 
other than that alluring queen of 
the movies, Pola Negri. The Polish 
beauty was then at the height of 
her fame, and it was a great vic- 
tory of Serge, for Pola possessed 
not merely fame, beauty and 
wealth, but innumerable suitors. 


The couple came to the United 
States shortly afterward, and for a 
time the marriage seemed harmo- 
nious. Then, in November, 1929, 
Pola started divorce proceedings in 
Paris. Incompatibility was the 
grounds given, and friends asserted 
Pola, noted for her temperament, 
Was angry because Serge had dis- 
obeyed her. He had wanted to go 
to Monte Carlo, she had forbidden 
him to do so, and he had gone any- 
way. However, the real reason was 
deeper, for when informed of the 
suit, Mary McCormic, of the Chi- 
cago Civic Opera company, said 
ghe was “Oh, so happy,” for she 
and the Prince were ,bound to 
marry sooner or later. 

Her joy was premature, for there 
was a reconciliation. For another 
18 months or more she had to wait 
until, after innumerable separations 
and court dissensions, Pola and

Serge were divorced in 1931. It 
was all due to a black cat that 
crossed her path on her arrival in 
America, Pola said. Perhaps. Yet 
in April, 1931, Prince.Serge and 
Mary McCormic were married. 

There were legal tangles after 
that between Pola and Serge, in- 
volving money each charged the 
other had borrowed. Serge claimed 
Miss Negri owed him $106,000 on a 
loan, though no explanation was 
given as to where he had obtained 
the money. Pola maintained she 
had helped him in his business 
ventures. 

Perhaps the family fortunes of 
the Mdivanis had picked up :ince 
Prince David, Serge’s brother, had 
come to this country. They were 
low certainly for David, who had 
his first taste of American life in 
the Oklahoma oil fields, where he 
worked in the capacity of driller's 
helper. It may be that he was 
starting at the bottom of the ladder 
in his father’s business, for Prince 
Zakhari after losing his Georgian 
holdings, invested what he had 
saved in oil. .

The marriage lasted 
pretty well, due perhaps to the birth 
of a son in 1927.
